1 . The Drawings of 1 8 April 2006 are hereby accepted as FORMAL - 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 15 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "integrating via the computation unit the 
signals representative of reflectivity by assimilation ..." (lines 5-7) and 
"determining via the computation unit and displaying on a display device ... 
concentration of solid particles ..." (lines 8-10) taken together and taken in the 
overall context of independent claim 15. 

Dependent claims 16-28 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 15 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 29 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "an integration step comprising integrating 
via the computational unit signals representative of reflectivity by assimilation..." 
(lines 6-9) and "a determination and displaying step comprising determining via 
the computation unit and displaying on a display device ... concentration of the

solid particles ..." (lines 10-13) taken together and taken in the overall context of 
independent claim 29. 

Dependent claims 30-34 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 29 is allowable.
